Refrigerator 
for Urengoi 

Delivering blue feel from the 
northern aicas of this country is 
a complicated task. Gas lends to 
heat up when pumped causing 
permafrost to thaw and pipe- 
lines lo sink. A device Jointly 
designed at a number of lush- 
lutes and bureaus of Ihe Minist- 
ry or Chemical Engineering and 
manufactured at the Frunze cn- 
gineeering amalgamation In 
Sumy, in the Ukraine, will help 
overcome these difficulties. 

Its design is In mnny way* 
similar lo that of the domestic 
refrigerator, only an evaporator, 
equal to a five-storey building In 
height, Is substituted for die 
freezer section. The gas to be 
transported is cooled in the eva- 
porator to the required tempe- 
rature by means of a propane- 
butane mixture. It is circulated 
by a turbo-compressor unit pr° - 
pelled by an aeroplane engine.

Pechersk Is one of the oldest districts in Kiev. Walking 
downhill towards die city centre is like leafing through a 
history hook-~one passes so many monuments and memorab- 
le sites. 

One year ago, on May D, 1981, a memorial complex "The 
Ukrainian Museum of the Great Patriotic War 1941-I9I5" 
was opened in Pechersk. It Is difficult to visualize Kiev today 
without tho 52-motre-hlgh statue of the Motherland rising on 
ipa slopes ol the Dnieper.

his debnt In the film world aa a 13-year-old 
schoolboy having been sol acted from among nu- 
merous email boys who wished to take part In the 
film "Kozhin Meadow".

Dumas 
attentively listened lo Ihe sing- 
ing, and then requested paper 
and pencil and Immediately 
wrote his French translation of 
the poetry, which he prase nled 
to h[s host.
